Sunday,  is  the  next  natural  objective.  But  it  was  nji 
quite  certain  when  the  British  Command  would  open 
a drive  on  Tobruk,  or  whether  they  would  pass  it  u\ 
for  the  time  being  for  bigger  game— the  Cirenaican 
capital  across  the  desert. 

R.A.F.  POUNDS  TOBRUK  HEAVILY 
At  any  rate,  the  Royal  Air  Force  pounded  Tobruk 
in  heavy  raids  similar  to  those  loosed  upon  Bardia  in 
the  forty-eight  hours  preceding  the  final  land  attack 
which  culminated  in  its  capture  Sunday. 

Tons  of  bombs  were  dropped  on  military  objective-^ 
at  the  seaport  base. 

At  least  one  motorized  spearhead  was  reported 
twenty  miles  from  Tobruk,  already  blockaded  by  the 
British  fleet. 

Australian  troops  carefully  mopped  up  the  Bardia  reK»«m 
preparatory  to  further  operations  while  British  tanks  moved 
westward,  watting  for  orders. 

The  list  of  prisoners  reported  taken  in  Bardia  rose  to  more 
than  30,000. 

THIRD  OF  FASCIST  ARMY  GONE 
Thus  Marshal  Rodolfo  Craaiani.  commander  of  the  Italians 
in  North  Africa,  has  lost,  British  reports  said,  one-third  oi  his 
army  in  captured,  killed  or  wounded  men.  and  his  most  im- 
portant eastern  base — Bardia. 

Observers  with  the  British  Forces  said  the  number  of  Italians 
surrendering  at  Bardia  constituted  an  open  invitation  to  the 
British  to  strike  on  against  Bengasi. 

The  Egyptian  Press  viewed  the  Bardia  victory  as  removing 
all  danger  to  Egypt  from  Italy  and  said  Bardia,  with  its  useful 
harbor,  has  become  the  key  to  a British  advance  into  Tripoli, 
Italian  possession  just  beyond  Cirenaica. 

Tripoli  itself  hat  been  heavily  bombed  by  the  RAF.  A 
communique  tonight  said  tons  of  bombs  were  dropped  during 
the  night  of  January  4-5  on  the  target  area  there  whi,(h  included 
the  power  station,  customs  buildings,  docks  and  shipping  m 
the  harbor.  Large  fires,  visible  thirty  miles  out  to  sea,  were 
started.
